However, the NCAA pointed 
out that the certification plan 
does not apply to leagues or 
teams which draw their talent 
from the immediate locale or 
area in which the particular 
team is located and the team 
play a schedule of games whic 
require a minimum of travel. 

J. Kyle Anderson, secretary- 
treasurer of the American As- 
sociation of College Baseball 
Coaches, also explained that 
any collegian employed in a 
full-time job and not being paid 
for playing baseball can parti- 
cipate in other summer ama- 
teur leagues,

Colleges ‘Made Every 
Effort, Says Byers 


KANSAS CITY, Mo.—(Special) 
—The next step in the settlement 
of the pro-college baseball argu- 
ment is up to the pros, Walter 
Byers, executive secretary of the 


‘| National Collegiate Athletic Asso- 


ciation, declared in an interview 
for the Collegiate Baseball Digest, 

Byers revealed that the power- 
ful NCAA Council at its winter 
meetings in Philadelphia had 
recommended to the American 
Association of College Baseball 
Coaches that it leave any further 
efforts at negotiations to profes- 
sional baseball. 


COLLEGIATE BASEBALL has 
charged professional ball with 
failure to work out a_non-raiding 
agreement. An agreement worked 
out between professional and col- 
lege baseball was abrogated by 
the pros without advance nego- 
stiations and no agreement is in 
~ “We have been Workitig with 
the college baseball,coaches asso- 
ciation for almost 10 years now,” 
Byers declared, “in attempts to 
work out a proper agreement. 
We made every effort to get an 
agreement with the pros, 

“We went to meeting after 


‘|meeting. We sent many of our 


people to meetings with the pros 
and spent a great deal of money. 

“And we were not rigid in our 
demands for an agreement,, In- 
stead we were flexible. We even 
agreed to accept an agreement 
which was not entirely satisfac- 
tory to us. But from each meet- 
ing we came away empty-handed. 

“We turned to the pros on 
bended knees, only to have the 
door slammed in our faces time 
and again, 


“BUT LET ME point out that 
We are not antagonistic or un- 
bending even now. We just have 
a helpless attitude. They have 
every shred of information they 
need about college baseball. 

“We feel that if they want an 
agreement, they can go ahead 
and work it out and present-it 
to us.” 


Everett D. Barnes, chairman of 
the AACBC’s professional base- 
ball committee and athletic direc- 
tor at Colgate University, bore 
out Byers’ statement: 

“At the Philadelphia conven- 
tion it was decided the NCAA 
and the AACBC had, up to that 
time, initiated all the action for 
negotiations with professional 
baseball. They recommended that 
we exercise every effort for the 
improvement and growth of col- 
lege baseball. The NCAA Council 
told us that further negotiations 
should be initiated by profession- 
al baseball.”

A LOT CAN BE written on the defensive side of baseball 
but space prohibits a thorough discussion of the subject. Most 
of us tend to stress the offensive side, particularly where the 
season is short, time is limited and weather uncertain. Four 
or five runs ahead can cover a multitude of sins as far as de- 
fensive baseball is concerned. The ability to score runs and 
keep the other team from 2 PERE, 
scoring runs is the Utopia 
of the game. Winning teams 
must be well balanced in 
both offensive and defensive. 


A good defensive in base- 
ball is built mostly around 
the pitching staff. Good 
pitching can make an ordi- 
nary ball club look good 
while poor pitching can 
make a good ball elub look 
bad. A good example was a 
few days ago when we 
played Buck Bailey’s team 
from Washington State. The 

_ first day they beat us 20-5 
and the next day we beat 
them 3-2. The teams were the same out there with the ex- 
ception of the pitching. We made six errors the first day and 
played errorless ball the second day. Some baseball men esti- 
mate pitching from a defensive standpoint as high as 75-85% 
of your defensive strength: When you are without good 
pitching, I can imagine you would rate it even higher than 
that. Therefore, it is very important in thinking in terms of 
defensive strength in baseball to give a great deal of consid- 
eration to your pitching staff. 


CATCHING IS a vital factor in any good defense, It is 
difficult at times to appreciate a good catcher until you are 
without one. In many respects he is in the center of the de- 
fense and can direct and guide the team providing he has the 
ability and leadership. In the history of baseball there has 
seldom been a great team without a great catcher, 

Your shortstop and second baseman combination with 
the ability to cover ground, field and throw accurately and to 
make double plays are a must in any good defense. A good 
double play pair around short and second simplifies many 
defensive maneuvers. ‘Often times offensive ability can be 
sacrificed in these two positions for good defensive because 
without a good short and second combination your defensive 
is limited. 

Your outfielder is an important factor. The ability to 
cover ground, throw and field, are all a vital part of good 
defensive play. The question that arises many times is how 
much defensive ability should be sacrificed for offensive.

Mr. Birthday Retires 
Fordham’s Jack Coffey 


Honored At Testimonial 


They honored the grand old man of Fordham University 
athletics last week—the man who once was known as Mr. 
Birthday, because he had committed more than 3000 birth- 
days to memory. 

John F. (Jack) Coffey, graduate manager of athletics 
and head baseball coach at Fordham, retires.June 30 after 
37 years of service at the New York school. The 70-year-old 
athletic official was honored at a testimonial dinner May 17 
on the Fordham campus. Frances Cardinal Spellman was one 
of the guest speakers. 


PROMINENT IN sports circles since 1909 when, as a 
junior in Fordham College, he was signed with the Boston 
Braves, Jack Coffey played professional baséball in eight dif- 
ferent leagues before becoming coach of the Fordham Nine 
in 1922. During his professional career, ‘he was a teammate 
of Babe Ruth and the first coach Lefty O’Doul had in the 
minors. 

He returned to Fordham in 1922 as baseball coach, a 
position he holds at present, and in 1926 became graduate 


manager of athletics. Previously, he had coached Fordham . 


teams in 1910 and 1913. Under his direction, the Maroon 


won five Eastern championships. 
Fordham teams under Coffey have been consistently 


among leaders in the East and have an over-all average well 


above the .700 mark. Ram alumni who made good in the 
major leagues after playing under Coffey include Hank Bo- 
rowy and Johnny Murphy, former New York Yankee pitch- 
ers; Norman “Babe” Young, former first-baseman with the 
New, York Giants; and Tom Casagrande of the Philadelphia 
Phillies. 

With Coffey as graduate manager of athletics, Fordham 
pushed forward to national prominence in other fields of 
sport, notabily football, track and basketball. Outstanding 
Ram elevens received Cotton and Sugar Bowl bids in 1940 


and 1941. In 1937 a Maroon line that did not yield a touch- 


down became known as ““The Seven Blocks of Granite.” 


ALTHOUGH HIS uncanny knack for remembering birth- 
days, which he attributes to a four word formula—“‘interest, 
concentration, repetition, and association”—-is famous, Jack’s 
great love of language and travel is less widely known. He 
reads and converses fluently in Spanish, French, Italian and 
German and has been known to flavor his conversation with 
Latin and Greek quotations from the classical authors. 

For many years, it has been a weekly ritual for Jack to 
engage in French conversation at dinner, with Dr. Basile 
D’Ouakil, a professor of French at Fordham. He has also 
served as a willing tutor of languages of students at Rose 
Hill. With his wife, he has been to Europe four times, and 
has travelled to Mexico, the West Indies, South America, 
Australia and Alaska. - 

Also not universally known, is the fact that he at one 
time coached the freshman football team at Fordham and 
served as a scout for the Cincinnati Reds. 


AMONG THE MORE recent honors accorded Coffey 
were a special citation for “long and meritorious service to 
sports” presented by the Sports Broadcasters Association in 
1953, and his election to the Helms Foundation Collegiate 
Baseball Hall of Fame in 1954. 

But perhaps the most significant tribute paid the silver- 
haired Fordham “institution” was on April 3, 1954, on the 
occasion of his thirty-third anniversary as baseball coach, 
when Fordham University named its ba$eball field “Jack Cof- 
fey Field,” A bronze plaque erected on that day, hails Jack 
Coffey, as “A true sportsman, scholar and Christian gentle- 
man.”

Somewhere in the line-up, thought must be given to offense, 
the ability to make runs. The ideal outfielder of course is one 
who can run, field and throw and can hit. Therefore in weigh- 
ing the values, your best outfielder definitely should be in 
center field and probably the poorest one in right field, al- 
though probably with the best and most accurate arm. 

Outfield play is many times aeglected, particularly in 
developing the ability to get a start to go back and to come 
in and to get in position to throw and to throw accurately. 
Three good outfielders who can go get the ball, so to speak, 
will add materially to your defense. The “ability to hit in 


more runs than you boot in” is often heard to express an 


oufielder’s ability. This is a poor evaluation of an outfielder’s 
defensive strength. 


IN GENERAL, a team that makes the other team beat 
them instead of beating themselves is always hard to beat. 
Most mistakes, both mental and physical, are made by the 
defense. All players on defensive must know the score, the 
inning, the call on the batter, the number of outs, the speed 
of the runner and hitter. With these in mind and assuming 
the next pitch will be hit to him, each defensive player should 
run through each possible play that can occur in a given play 
situation. In this way these defensive mental errors that cost 
ball games can be avoided. Baseball is in many respects a 
game, of mistakes and the situations that arise on defense 
afford greater opportunity for mistakes, Therefore good de- 
fense is a very definite phase of any successful baseball pro- 


gram.
